The Manner In Which the Sock and 
Shoe Problem Was Solved by Our 
Military Men Has Given Uncle Sam 
the Best Shod Soldiers In the World. 


I he Caro of *o!dlers’ foot is one of 
the important things In war. 
A soldier 
is no hotter than Ills feet. Many things 
enter hit'* the urn total of military ef­ 
ficiency, lait Iwo of the great factors 
making for efficiency in troops arc 
m arksm anship ami marching power. 
Infantry that en ti not march would lie 
as unlit tis infantry that, could not 
shoot 
It may be because of the im­ 
portance of the feet iii infantry that 
the men of that bran-Ji ot the service 
are called 
"foot 
troops." 
infantry 
without good feet would be more use­ 
less than tm va lr J* without mounts, a r­ 
tillery w ithout camion or a flying corps 
without ait aeroplane. 
Napoleon has been credited with say­ 
ing that an army marches upon its 
stomach, which, of course, is trite as 
far as it gee-. 
Soldiers to bring or 
maintain their efficiency at the highest 
point must be adequately fed. and a 
world of endeavor bus t*oen put forth 
by brainy men to insure the proper 
supply of food. to put Into the ration 
the constituents needed by the human 
system a ml b* lam- tin* food well cook 
cd. 
n u t it is just as trite, figuratively 
a . well as literally, that an army 
mart bes on its feet. 
When a recruit or a prospective re 
em it comes tip for lits physical exam ­ 
ination the examining surgeon gives 
Just about as much attention to the 
applicant s feet as to ti in lungs, heart, 
kidneys, teeth, vision and hearing. Ile 
vcill not pas.* a man with tint feet. t*e- 
c.juse that man could not march.

Cocoanut Pudding. 


I 
Urea ta three* ounces butter with four 
tablespoonfuls of castor sugar. 
Then 
add the yolks of throe eggs (beatingoil 
the Unlet, three ounces flour aud three 
ounces grated cocoanut. 
Flavo r with 
a few drops of vanilla or. if preserved 
ginger is liked, add two ounces cut up 
very small. 
W hisk the whites of the 
eggs to a stiff froth and fold lightly 
into the mixture, 
rut, into a well but­ 
tered mold and steam for two hours. 
Turn out and serve with hot jam or 
sweet sauce. 


Cocoanut Cream . 


Mix three ounces corn flour with one 
gill of milk.

S tir until thoroughly 
mixed; then put Into a saucepan and 
l*o1l for tw enty minutes 
P u t into jars.

Beat one half pound of butler to a 
cream and acid gradually one pound cif 
powdered sugar, a pinch cf salt, our 
teaspoonful of grated lemon lauding: 
then add four eggs, beating In cine at 
a time; one cupful of milk. one-quarter 
pound of shredded cocoanut and one 
im11od of sifted flour, with tw o tea 
spoonfuls of baking powder.

“The am bassador h a t been presented 
with his passports and bas left the 
country.*’ 
Behind this curt formula, which in­ 
dicates the departure of an am bassa­ 
dor from Hie country to which be in 
accredited on the rupture of diplomatic 
relations, lies a picturesque, significant 
proceeding with which few of the pub­ 
lic can be conversant. 
When a foreign country declares war 
it In usual for its representative for­ 
mally to present this declaration, the 
terms of which are received by wire 
from the foreign minister, uuder whose 
orders he acts, and then to ask for his 
passport, or safe conduct papers, which 
| are furnished him by th e foreign office 
i of the nation whose honored guest he 
! has been. 
On the other hand, if the 
initiative is taken by the country to 
which lit* is accredited his passport is 
sent to him by special messenger. 
An am bassador is the personal repre­ 
sentative of his sovereign, and the re­ 
sponsibility 
rest* 
with 
tho country 
amoug whose people he has been sta y ­ 
ing to insure him a safe passage out of 
its boundaries. 
lf Hie am bassador has held his posi­ 
tion long and is on term s of great cor­ 
diality wit ii the foreign m inister lie 
generally calls to express hi* sorrow 
at the unfortunate turn of events aud 
to take a friendly farewell; and occa­ 
sions bure been known when such 
leave taking has been of the most pain­ 
ful 
character 
and 
associated 
with 
tears. 
A diplomat Is not generally consid­ 
ered an emotional character, b at tin 
man 
nature 
sometimes 
will 
break 
through even the bounds of iron re 
attaint, and on a delicate occasion, like 
an am bassador’s recall, the final [airt­ 
ing seen# with a minister whom he has 
probably grown both to love and ad­ 
mire. is of a most affecting description 
When an envoy completes his term 
of appointment in time* of peace, it 
Is <ustomary for him to have a fare­ 
well audience of the monarch, when 
there is a delightful exchange of com 
pliutents. but this ceremony is d is­ 
pensed with when Ins recall either 
means war or is a prelude to war. 
Ile 
forfeits then all the official courtesies 
due to mu a rn ba ssa dor, and the baud 
irtg bim of bis passports and the in 
curing of his safe passage out of the 
c< uutry finish bis connection officially 
with the oat iou 
The time in which an am bassador is 
allowed to make his preparations for 
departure depends to some extent ou 
his own convenience nnd the temper 
of the uation with which bls own na­ 
tion is ut war. 
Tw enty-four to forty 
eight hours may be taken as the pe­ 
riod which elapses l»etweeu Ida recall 
Mud 
Ids departure, aud 
his safety 
meanwhile Is secured by precautions 
taken by the civil authoritioa. 
During 
this time papers of importance, which 
have not already been delivered into 
tho hands of his government*, are de­ 
stroyed to prevent them miscarrying 
during the journey home, or because 
it is deemed more prudent that they 
should be consigned to the Domes rath 
er than be takeu away. 
Although all the messages from hi* 
country to un am bassador are in code. 
it is hardly necessary to say that if 
sufficient time be allowed to study a 
document in code it can easily be 
translated; hence tho advisability of 
these extrem e precautions. 
The departing envoy arranges with 
the representative of a neutral power 
to take over such duties a* are iran* 
feral tie aud then, with the official* of 
the embassy and the rn em l>en* of hi* 
family, entrains in 
a 
special 
tram 
placed at bis disposal by the govern 
m eat whose country he I* q u in in ”. 
At the port of embarkation a special 
vessel to convey him and his staff i* 
also provided. 
It is not absolutely necessary for 
him to luke his wife and family with 
him, but this is usually done, for it i* 
found they prefer to make the Journey i 
homeward at the same time, not only 
for company's sake, but because the 
temper of the people might make any 
delay imprudent. 
Before he leaves tie usually sends au­ 
tograph letters of farewell to intimate 
friends aud letters acknowledging the 
courtesy shown him by foreign office 
officials.
